An Act relating to appropriations for health and human services
and veterans and including other related provisions and
appropriations, and including effective date and retroactive
and other applicability date provisions.

BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF THE STATE OF IOWA:
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DIVISION I
DEPARTMENT ON AGING

Section 1. 2013 Iowa Acts, chapter 138, section 131, is
amended to read as follows:

SEC. 131. DEPARTMENT ON AGING. There is appropriated from
the general fund of the state to the department on aging for
the fiscal year beginning July 1, 2014, and ending June 30,
2015, the following amount, or so much thereof as is necessary,
to be used for the purposes designated:

For aging programs for the department on aging and area
agencies on aging to provide citizens of Iowa who are 60 years
of age and older with case management for frail elders, Iowa’'s
aging and disabilities resource center, and other services
which may include but are not limited to adult day services,
respite care, chore services, information and assistance,
and material aid, for information and options counseling for
persons with disabilities who are 18 years of age or older,
and for salaries, support, administration, maintenance, and
miscellaneous purposes, and for not more than the following
full-time equivalent positions:

1. Funds appropriated in this section may be used to
supplement federal funds under federal regulations. To
receive funds appropriated in this section, a local area
agency on aging shall match the funds with moneys from other
sources according to rules adopted by the department. Funds
appropriated in this section may be used for elderly services
not specifically enumerated in this section only if approved
by an area agency on aging for provision of the service within
the area.

2., Of the funds appropriated in this section, $339+973
$279,946 is transferred to the economic development authority

3. a. The department on aging shall establish and enforce
procedures relating to expenditure of state and federal funds
by area agencies on aging that require compliance with both
state and federal laws, rules, and regulations, including but
not limited to all of the following:

(1) Requiring that expenditures are incurred only for goods
or services received or performed prior to the end of the
fiscal period designated for use of the funds.

(2) Prohibiting prepayment for goods or services not
received or performed prior to the end of the fiscal period
designated for use of the funds.

(3) Prohibiting the prepayment for goods or services
not defined specifically by good or service, time period, or
recipient.

(4) Prohibiting the establishment of accounts from which
future goods or services which are not defined specifically by
good or service, time period, or recipient, may be purchased.

b. The procedures shall provide that if any funds are
expended in a manner that is not in compliance with the
procedures and applicable federal and state laws, rules, and
regulations, and are subsequently subject to repayment, the
area agency on aging expending such funds in contravention of
such procedures, laws, rules and regulations, not the state,
shall be liable for such repayment.

4. Of the funds appropriated in this section, $325;000
$250,000 shall be used to fund serwvieces—temeet the unmet needs
of-older—individuals—as identified in—theannualecompilation
of—unmet—serviece—units—by the area—agenecies—on—aging through
Iowa s aging and disability resource center network.

(ii) Of the funds allocated in this subparagraph division
(a), $233+426 $426,839 shall be used for grant funding for
organizations that provide programming that includes youth
development and leadership. The programs shall also be
recognized as being programs that are scientifically based with
evidence of their effectiveness in reducing substance-related
disorders in children.

(iii) The department of public health shall utilize a
request for proposals process to implement the grant program.

(iv) All grant recipients shall participate in a program
evaluation as a requirement for receiving grant funds.

(v) Of the funds allocated in this subparagraph division
(a), up to $22+46F $44,922 may be used to administer
substance-related disorder prevention grants and for program

evaluations.
(b) Of the funds allocated in this subparagraph (1),
$1365302 $272,603 shall be used for culturally competent

substance-related disorder treatment pilot projects.

(i) The department shall utilize the amount allocated
in this subparagraph division (b) for at least three pilot
projects to provide culturally competent substance-related
disorder treatment in various areas of the state. Each pilot
project shall target a particular ethnic minority population.
The populations targeted shall include but are not limited to
African American, Asian, and Latino.

(ii) The pilot project requirements shall provide for
documentation or other means to ensure access to the cultural
competence approach used by a pilot project so that such
approach can be replicated and improved upon in successor

programs.

c. Notwithstanding any provision of law to the contrary,
to standardize the availability, delivery, cost of delivery,
and accountability of problem gambling and substance-related
disorder treatment services statewide, the department shall
continue implementation of a process to create a system
for delivery of treatment services in accordance with the
requirements specified in 2008 Iowa Acts, chapter 1187, section
3, subsection 4. To ensure the system provides a continuum
of treatment services that best meets the needs of Iowans,
the problem gambling and substance-related disorder treatment
services in any area may be provided either by a single agency
or by separate agencies submitting a joint proposal.

(1) The system for delivery of substance-related disorder
and problem gambling treatment shall include problem gambling

prevention.
(2) The system for delivery of substance-related disorder
and problem gambling treatment shall include substance-related

disorder prevention by July 1, 2015.

community-based services and providers necessary to address
identified needs, including but not limited those necessary to
address mental health and substance-related disorders.

c. Transitional and postrelease interagency communication
and coordination to ensure a more seamless transition
of the individual to the community, ongoing linkages to
community-based services, and continuity of care.

2., The departments shall submit by December 15, 2014, a
report to the individuals identified in this 2014 Act for
submission of reports describing the details of the approach
developed and implemented, any barriers to the development
and implementation, any recommendations for changes in
statute or rules to facilitate the approach, and any other
recommendations.

A
person who is a licensed registered nurse pursuant to chapter
152 who is current with applicable continuing education
requirements shall be deemed to have met the minimum experience
requirement.

b. The administrator shall contract with the state board of
regents to employ persons appointed to serve as mental health
advocates.

2, Training persons appointed to serve as mental health
advocates.

3. Implementing procedures for the responsibilities
performed by persons appointed to serve as mental health
advocates and for reassigning advocate responsibilities based
on the location of the patient’s placement or other patient
need. The court shall be notified of any reassignment. The
procedures for appointing a person to a vacant mental health
advocate position assigned to a geographic area shall require
the person appointed to the vacant position to reside within

the assigned geographic area.

(5) To communicate with medical personnel treating the
patient and to review the patient’s medical records pursuant
to section 229.25.

(6) To file with the court and the division quarterly

reports, and additional reports as the advocate feels necessary
or as required by the eeurt division, in a form prescribed by
the eeurt division. The reports shall state what actions the
advocate has taken with respect to each patient and the amount
of time spent.

(7) To utilize the related best practices for the duties
identified in this paragraph ¢ “c¢” developed and promulgated

by the judicial council.

appropriated for this purpose, a mental health advocate may

also be appointed pursuant to this section for an individual
who has been diagnosed with a co-occurring mental illness and
substance-related disorder.

2, The hospital or facility to which a patient is committed

health advocate to visit the patient, to communicate with
medical personnel treating the patient, and to review the
patient s medical records pursuant to section 229.25.

DIVISION XVII
PRIOR AUTHORIZATION

Sec. 90. NEW SECTION. 505.26 Prior authorization for

prescription drug benefits — standard process and form.

1. As used in this section:

a. Facility” means an institution providing health care
services or a health care setting, including but not limited
to hospitals and other licensed inpatient centers, ambulatory
surgical or treatment centers, skilled nursing centers,
residential treatment centers, diagnostic, laboratory, and
imaging centers, and rehabilitation and other therapeutic
health settings.

b. THealth benefit plan” means a policy, contract,
certificate, or agreement offered or issued by a health carrier
to provide, deliver, arrange for, pay for, or reimburse any of
the costs of health care services.

c. Health care professional” means a physician or other
health care practitioner licensed, accredited, registered, or
certified to perform specified health care services consistent
with state law.

d. THealth care provider” means a health care professional
or a facility.

e. “Health care services” means services for the diagnosis,
prevention, treatment, cure, or relief of a health condition,
illness, injury, or disease.

f. THealth carrier” means an entity subject to the insurance
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laws of this state, or subject to the jurisdiction of the
commissioner, including an insurance company offering sickness
and accident plans, a health maintenance organization, a
nonprofit health service corporation, a plan established
pursuant to chapter 509A for public employees, or any other
entity providing a plan of health insurance, health care
benefits, or health care services. “Health carrier” includes,
for purposes of this section, an organized delivery system.

g. Pharmacy benefits manager” means the same as defined in
section 510B.1.

2. The commissioner shall develop, by rule, a standard prior
authorization process and form for use by health carriers and
pharmacy benefits managers that require prior authorization for
prescription drug benefits pursuant to a health benefit plan,
by January 1, 2015.

3. Prior to development of the standard prior authorization
process and form, the commissioner shall hold at least one
public hearing to gather input in developing the standard
process and form from interested parties.

4. The standard prior authorization process shall meet all
of the following requirements:

a. Health carriers and pharmacy benefits managers shall
allow health care providers to submit a prior authorization
request electronically.

b. Health carriers and pharmacy benefits managers shall
provide that approval of a prior authorization request shall be
valid for a minimum of one hundred eighty days.

c. Health carriers and pharmacy benefits managers shall
ensure that the prior authorization process allows a health
carrier or pharmacy benefits manager to substitute a generic
drug for a previously approved brand-name drug with the health
care provider s approval and the patient’s consent.

d. Health carriers and pharmacy benefits managers shall make
the following available and accessible on their internet sites:

(1) Prior authorization requirements and restrictions,
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including a list of drugs that require prior authorization.

(2) Clinical criteria that are easily understandable
to health care providers, including clinical criteria for
reauthorization of a previously approved drug after the prior
authorization period has expired.

(3) Standards for submitting and considering requests,
including evidence-based guidelines, when possible, for making
prior authorization determinations.

e. Health carriers and pharmacy benefits managers shall
provide a process for health care providers to appeal a prior
authorization determination.

5. In adopting an electronic prior authorization standard,
the commissioner shall consider national standards pertaining
to electronic prior authorization, such as those developed by
the national council for prescription drug programs.

6. The standard prior authorization form shall meet all of
the following requirements:

a. Not exceed two pages in length.

b. Be available in an electronic format.

c. Be transmissible in an electronic format.

7. Health carriers and pharmacy benefits managers shall use
and accept the standard prior authorization form beginning on
July 1, 2015. Health care providers shall use and submit the
standard prior authorization form, when prior authorization is
required by a health benefit plan, beginning on July 1, 2015.

8. a. If a health carrier or pharmacy benefits manager
fails to use or accept the standard prior authorization form
or to respond to a health care provider’s request for prior
authorization of prescription drug benefits within seventy-two
hours of the health care provider’s submission of the form,
the request for prior authorization shall be considered to be
approved.

b. However, if the prior authorization request is
incomplete, the health carrier or pharmacy benefits manager may

request the additional information within the seventy-two-hour
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1 period and once the additional information is provided the
2 provisions of paragraph “a” shall again apply.
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
